atill leaving ne they nro able to arrange 
their nffairs, nnd not a few shops nre 
now closed from their occupants having 
loft, und no new owners having as yot 
arrived to take their place. 


"Much about tho same sort of change 


has occurred at Strasburg, and to a 
similar extent, but M far OH I could 
ascertain, tho new comers from other 
parts of Germany' have outnumbered 
those who hnvo loft. 
The demand for 


bouses there increases, and many now 
ones are now being built, besides those 
which arc bciug rebuilt with increased 
dimensions, ou the sites of those butter- 
ed down in tho surely bombarded city. 


" The old fortifications of Strasburg, 


constructed by Vauban 1682, Iho ycnr 
after the town was taken by tho French, 
nnd which served it so little 
when 


Gdrumny was retaking it nearly two 
hundred years afterward, will speedily 
bo domoliiiliod, and tho town extended, 
I Imd tho opportunity of scoing somo- 
thing of tho now earthworks and stone 
fortifications 
which arc commanding 


approaches to tho town about two milos 


off, 
on 
elevated 
eitep, nnd 
which 


will rnnko another such bombardment 
ofthe town impossible by any future 
enemy. 
Tho exterior forts around Metu, 


pluccd on most commanding situations, 
are receiving similar attention by being 
placed in tho bcsd- possible condition by 
the Germans, and tho interior forts will 
most probably be demolished, ns tho 
Strasburg ones certainly will.

through Alsnco-Lorraino cannot but bo 
impressed most deeply with the oxucod- 
ing riohnosH nml value of tlio two groat 
provinces of nonrly two million people 
which poor unfortunate Franco bus lost. 
Ono of them contains the chief scats of 
cotton and otlior mtituifactures and the 
other nbotimls in richness of coal and 
iron.
